The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: Misawa teaches in Figs. 1-4 a MOS capacitor 41 
connected from the drain of the thin film transistor 39 to the 
adjacent gate line 44 wherein the structure of the MOS capacitor 
is the same as that of the thin film transistor. Okubo teaches 
in Figs 3-4 the drain overlapped a portion P of the gate line 
G^. Okubo also teaches that "it is difficult to increase the 
effective display area since the display cannot be provided on 
the gate lines" (column 3, lines 7-9). Therefore, the 
limitations of claims 6-20 are unobvious over Misawa and Okubo.
